Anthony Caminetti, Jr., 
Makes Passionate Plea to 
Jury to Acquit Brother of 
White Slavery Charge. 


LOLA NORRIS ATTACKED 
AS UTTERLY UNMORAL 


Accused Caminetti Told Jury 
That He Eloped With Lola 
Because He Was Afraid to 
Stay in Sacramento. 


San Francisco, September . 4.—The 
fate of F. Drew Caminetti. charged | 
with white slavery, will rest in the 


hands of a jury by noon tomorrow. 
He ts belng tried on the same charges 
and befcre the same judge as Maury I. 
Diggs, who was convicted, but twelve 
different men are on the jury 

As the defendant's counsel, his 
brother, put it to the jury, ‘thls whole 
case has simmered down to a single 
issue—namely, 


what was the intent 
and purpose of the trip to Reno?” .. .. 
“The whole evidence tends to 


show,” he urgued, “that the: defendant 
left Sacramento because he feared im- 
pending arrest and articles about te 
be printed in the newspapers. No one 
but a man crazed by fear of arrest 
would have gone on that crazy trip— 
none but a lunatic. 

“We do not claim that fright Is a 
defense for crime, but when seeking 
@ motive the state of mind must be 
considered,” he added. 


Pald for Lola's Ticket. 

Theodore Roche, arguing for 
government, said: 

“The contention of the prosecution 
is not that Caminetti alone induced cr 
enticed the girls to leave Sacramente, 
but that he aided in inducing and 
enticing them. 

‘It was Caminetti himself, however, 
Who suggested that the girls go to 
Reno together, to be joine ladter by 
Diggs and himself. It was he who 
@ave Lola Norris $20 to pay her 
transportation: The main points of 
the prosecution have not been denied 
by Caminett!. 

“Agitation or fright is not a legal 
Gefense for crime. The defendant 
was not too frightened to discrimi- 
nate against the four separate berths 
he might have engaged on the train 
to Reno instead of the drawing room 
he chose, nor too frightened to rent 
a bungalow in Reno for thirty days 
and live there with the girls.” 


Brother Pleads for Caminetti. 


Anthony Caminetti, Jr, unexpected- 
ly appeared today as an advocate :n 
his brother's defense. Young Caml- 


the 


netti had sat at counsel table with 
his brother's lawyers throughout the 
trial, but there was a flutter of sur- 


prise when he arose to make the 
opening argument for the defense. 
Young Mrs. Caminett! was not pres- 
ent to listen. 

There wes a strong reminiscence of 
the shouting, passionate delivery of 
the father, Anthony Caminetti, Sr., 
commissioner general of immigration, 
as the son Hifteg his volece till the 
walls of the courtroom rang. 

“It didn't need much urging to con- 
vince Marsha Warrington,” he ar- 
gued, “that she ought to leave Sacra- 
mento, considering the condition in 
which she found herself. (Gentlemen 
of the jury, don't you believe that 
Marsha did a little persuading of 
her own? Don't you believe she urged 
Lola Norris to take the trip? 

“It may seem an error for me to 
plead for my brother in this case, but 
T can't stand idJy by without uttering 
a@ word of protest. I don’t want you 
to forget that an anxious = mother 
awaits your verdict and a father who 
has served his country well." 

Caminetti's Mother Sobs, 

This appeal was too much for the 
mother, who broke into sobs. 

Caminetti's own testimony in his de- 
fense during the morning was brief. 
In no wise did he attack the charac- 
ter or the testimony of Lola Norris. 
But in this considérition for Miss Nor- 
ris, Caminetti's counsel had no share. 
When it came to the arguments they 
attacked her sharply. 

“The character of Miss Norris is pe- 
culjar,” Attorney Devlin tole the jury, 
“and her idea of morality is strange. 
Bhe is a study in human nature and 
does not appear tu have the ideas of 
morality of a 10-year-old child." 

The courtroom was crowded when 
Caminett! took the stand. His testi- 
mony was brief and the guvernment 
did not cross-examine him. 

He freely admitted his part in the 
interstate cscapade that has resulted 


in the conviction of Diggs, but he as- 
serted and reiterated again and again 
that the trip was not made for im- 
‘moral purposes.

Mrs. Diggs had said.

He also went after the 
administration of former Mayor Court- 
land S. Winn, and in the course of his 
speech Dr. Joe Bradfield, chairman of 
the meeting, walked out of the hall. 
He returned later and resigned from 
his position, declaring that he could 
not associate with a man like the 
mayor, and that he resented the af- 
tacks upon his brother-in-law, the 
former mayor. The meeting was at 
the South Pryor school. 

“I will do all that I gan for you in 
this matter.” said the mayor, referring 
to the efforts of the citizens to have 
South Pryor street from Georgia ave- 
nue to Ridge avenue widened and re- 
Paved, and to extend South Pryor so 
as to carry it direct fro... the Inter- 
section of Ridge avenue to Lakewood. 

“But let me tell you this much," ! 
the mayor continued, “if this new 
charter, which was gotten up in a 
back-room caucis, is passed, you will 
be unable to get anything, If you 
Want to hold city officials responsible, 
keep the present charter. The object 
of this new one is to perpetuate cer- 
tain bosses. 

“Charter Puts Ring in Power.” 

“If that new charter is passed, 
which was made by men in a back 
room who would tell you to go to the 
devil, if you. will excuse the phrase, 
you put the ring In power. And when 
you do that, gentlemen, every city 
official of a certain class will do the 
bidding of that infamous gang.

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ON MONEY REFORM 


Atlanta Banker Urges Senate 
Committee to Amend Ad- 
ministration Measure--Says 
It’s Unfair to Small Banks. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, September 4.—(Spe- 
clal.)—That the bankers of the coun- 
try feel a patriotic and unselfish de- 
sire to aid, through advice based on 
their practical experience in giving 
the country the best possible bank- 
ing and currency bill, was asserted 
today by Robert F. Maddox, vice pres- 
ident of the American National bank 


of Atlanta, before the banking andi 
currency committee of the senate. He, 
said the success of the new system 


would depend largely upon securing 
the co-operation of the 25,000 banks, 


of which only 7,372 were national 
banks. 


Mr. Maddox appeared as one of the 
Committee of seven bankers appoint- 
ed at the recent Chicago conference 
of bankers to present their views be- 
fore congress. He discussed collec- 
tions and savings bank investments. 

National Bankers Patriotic, 

“The national bankers have played 
an important part in the upbuilding 
of our republic and are a credit to 
the nation,’’ he said. “They are as 
Patriotic men as can be found in any 
other profession, and as few have been 
unfaithful to their trust as in any 
other walk of life.” 

He opposed the provision of the 
currency bill which required the fed- 
eral reserve to to accept checks and 
drafts at par without charge for ex- 
change or collection. This involved 
a considerable change from the pres- 
ent custom of the banks, he showed. 
With the case of small banks, the ex- 
change they received for collections 
was a considerable part of their an- 
nual profits. He estimated the 
amount at from 20 to 50 per cent of 
profits, 

Every bank which was a member 
of the federal reserve bank would be 
required to keep a heavy balance at 
these banks to facilitate this exchange 
under the new system, he said. They 
would receive no compensation for 
this, but would also be deprived of 
the use of their funds so deposited. 
Then the possibility of loss and in- 
convenience and embarrassment 
through bad checks being cashed by 
the reserve banks was emphasized by 
him. 

Work of the Small Banks. 

“The small banks of the country 
have performed and are performing 
a great service to the nation,” said 
Mr. Maddox. : “They encourage thrift 
{in their cOMmunities and facilitate 
trade; they are the Kindergartens of 
commerce. Especially in the south 
and west these small banks have been 
of great benefit. In the spring they 
have made advances to the farmer 
which enabled him to pay cash for 
his supplies, and they are gradually 
emancipatng him from the burdensome 
system of trading on long time, with 
{ts accompanying high. prices. 

“Exchange charges should be regu- 
lated by local conditions and is not 
subject for national regulation. 

“The Atlanta Clearing House banks 
charge $1.25 per thousand for col- 
lecting miscellaneous checks payable 
in Georgia, Alabama and Florida, The 
Cost to them is $2.07 per thousand, 
which means a net loss of 82 cents per 
thousand. But the banks are satisfled 
with the existing arrangement and 
their patrons are pleased.” 

George M. Reynolds and J. B. For- 
gan, of Chicago, agreed with Mr. Mad- 
dox.

They were in Eddinger’s 
machine. Two miles south of Hart- 
ford Vanburen, who was at the wheel, 
turned out to. pass a wagon. The 
driver of the wagon turned to the 
left and the automobile struck the 
horse and went into an embankment 
and turned turtle. All five passengers 
were thrown out. Passing automo- 
biles were used as ambulances to take 
the injured to the hospital. 

Miss Cohan was the only one crit- 
Ically hurt, although the injuries of 
the four men were serious. 

It was at firs tthought Mr. Cohan 
would not rec.ver, but the physicians 
said tonight the patient probably 
would be able to leave his bed within 
a week or two, unless it should de- 
velop that he was injured internally. 
His hurts consist of a dislocation and 
a possible fracture of the left shoul- 
der, a serious scalp wound and other 
cuts. 

Miss Cohan Likely to Die. 

Miss Georgia Cohan has a fracture 
at the base of the brain and minor 
injuries. She has been’ unconscious 
since the accident. Surgeons hold out 
Httie hope of her recuvery. 

Wallace Eddinger's face, hands and 
legs are cut, and he may be internally 
injured. 

Francis Hope sustained a fracture 
of the left elbow, a double fracture 
of the left wrist and a_ severely 
sprained back. His condition is not 
thought to be critical. The chauffeur, 
Vanburen, has abrasions of the head 
and a cut. over the eye. 

According to Vanburen and the few 
witnesses of the accident, the col- 
lision was due partly to the speed at 
which the automobile was traveling, 
but largely to the carelessness or ig- 
norance of the driver of the garbage 
wagon, John Gabriel, who drove his 
horse directly into the path of the 
automobile. 

Vanburen said -that his car was 
traveling about 35 miles an hour when 
he first saw the wagon.

He Manages to Stave Off De- 
portation for Few Hours.

Coaticook, Quebec, September 4— 
Harry K. Thaw was not “railroaded” 
across the border by the immigration 
authorities today as his counsel had 
predicted.

As chief of the New York 
forces, he hoped to have Thaw across 
the border tonight. His automobile 
stood all day near the Grand Trunk 
railway station, in the second story 
of which Tha‘, is held, and all day 
Jerome strode up and down the sta- 
tion platform.

HARRIS TO REORGANIZE 
CENSUS DEPARTMENT 


Washington, September 4.—Director 
W. J. Harris, of the census bureau, 
today appointed a committee to re- 
organize that service. He named Dr. 
S. N. D. North and William R. Mer- 
riam, both former directors of the bu- 
reau; Professor Walter F. Wiilcox, of 
Cornell university; W. 8S. Rossiter, a 
business man of Boston, and Daniel 
C. Roper, first assistant postmaster 
general. 

Director Tiarris in a statement an- 
nouncing the appointments, charac- 
terized the condition of work in the 
census bureav as “unsatisfactory.” 
The committee, among other things, 
will make recommendations for: the 
completion or abandonment of the ra- 
maining work of the thirteenth cen- 
sus and on publication of statistics 
which has been freely criticised ad- 
versely. 

The committee will also recommend 
tne order of precedence that shall 
be given to the inquiries provided 
by law to be taken up by the bureau 
from time to time. The bureau com- 
piles annually valuable statistics on 
production and consumption of cotton: 
quantity of leaf tobacco on hand and 
other subjects. The value of these 
statistics consists largely in the 
promptness with which they are made 
publie. The committee is to investi. 
gate and make recommendations thit 
will lead to the prompt publication of 
the data on all of these and other 
subjects.

THE HONOR TO MELDRIM. 


The race for the presidency of the Amer. 
ican Bar association has developed for a 
Georgia lawyer a distinction which, so far 
as memory serves us, is unique in the his- 
tory of that organization. The two contest- 
ing candidates for the presidency were Gen- 
eral Peter W. Meldrim, of Savannah, and 
former President Taft. It would logically 
have been expected that against any candi- 
date, of whatever popularity or personal fol- 
lowing, the enormous prestige of Mr. Taft’s 
former office and his lovable individuality 
would have enabled him to score a sweeping 
victory. 

Yet in the face of these facts, the first 
ballot found the former president and the 
Georgia lawyer tied for the office. On the 
second ballot there was the change of but 
one vote, breaking the deadlock and electing 
Mr. Taft by the barest majority possible. It 
is doubtful if any lawyer in America, of 
whatever prominence or reputation, will for 
many years approximate the singular honor 
conferred by the balloting upon General 
Meldrim. 

Additionally, it is certain, from reliable 
advices, that General Meldrim will next 
year be unanimously elected to the position. 
It is not difficult for the thousands of Geor- 
gians claiming friendship or acquaintance 
with the brilliant Savannahiar to under- 
stand the unprecedented situation which de 
veloped at Montreal. He is a type of the 
clean-cut, sound and able lawyer and splen- 
did -gentleman, standing in the very front 
rank of the profession. His legal reputation 
is well supplemented by a pel_onality that 
happily blends force, persuasion and kindli- 
ness. The knowledge that he is slated for 
the presidency of the nation’s association 
of finest legal minds, an association in the 
work of which he has been instrumentally 
most prominently identified, will be a source 
ot pride and gratification to all Georgia. 


THAW AND CHARLTON. 


The analogy between the attempts to 
extradite Harry Thaw from Canada and 
Porter Charlton from America to Italy is, 
necessarily, crude and at pointssconflicting, 
But in so far as the two cases serve to illus- 
trate the clumsy legal machinery of Amer- 
ica and the swift and sure machinery of the 
Dominion, the citation is pertinent. 

In much less than a month's time after 
his escape from Matteawan Thaw is now 
well back on his way to that institution. 
Unless some unexpected legal bobble de- 
velops, the law will soon again claim its own 
and Canada will again vindicate its reputa- 
tion of refusing to furnish an asylum for the 
convicted or suspected criminal.

For Virtually three years the battle over 
extradition raged up and down the courts, 
The contentions of Italy were finally sus- 
tained. 

The point is that so far as is visible to 
the layman exact justice is being observed 
in both cases. But in the one the process 
required something short of a month and in 
the other approximately three years.

MINORITY PRESIDENTS.

Every few days some republican senator 
or representative arises in the congress to 
solemnly state and have duly printed in that 
most delectable of all 
periodicals, The Con- 
gressional Record, that 
“Woodrow Wilson was 
not the choice of a ma- 
jority of the American 
electors. but is in fact a 
president of a minority 
) of the voters.” 

They perform this 
seriatim silliness with 
the {dea that thereby 
they can discredit his 
authority to speak for 
the people and to put 
what they would call an 
acute accent upon their 
notion that the majority 
that did not vote for 
him are still the firm 
palladins of a high .pro- 
tective policy. - 

All of which, of course, is the most 
ridiculous tommy-rot! 

Let us go back a little in history and 
see how that contention would work out! 

Take up the fifteenth election In 1844, 
and we find that Polk and Dallas, demo- 
crats, had 24,125 votes less than the com- 
bined polls for Clay and Frelinghuysen, 
whigs, and Birney and Earle, liberals, or 
abolitionists, as they were. That was a very 
heated election, the slavery question rising 
angrily over the proposed admission of 
| Texas into the union, with the certainty that 
| she would be a slave state. Therefore, the 
| majority of those voting may be said to have 
opposed the Texas admission, but ‘Polk be- 
came president, Texas was admitted, and the 
Mexican war resulted. 

In the next election “Old Zach” Taylor, 
the whlg hero of the war his party had 
strenuously opposed, was elected president. 
although his populgr vote was 151,706 less 
than the combined votes given to Lewis 
Cass, the democtat, and Martin Van Buren, 
the free-soiller. 

In 1856 the democrats elected James Buch- 
anan, notwithstanding that his popular 
vote was 4138,760- less than the combined

know-nothing. 

Everybody historically informed knows 
that Lincoln's popular vote in 1860 was 944,- 
149 less than the combined votes given to 
Douglas, Breckenridge and Bell. Yet one 
will hardly expect those republicans first 
mentioned above to agree now that Lincoln's 
rets as president must be forever discred- 
‘ed because he was a minority president! 

Behold the Hayes case! He got 250,935 
| votes less than Tilden and 344,833 less than 
all his opponents combined, Yet he was made 
president by an electoral fluke and no repub- 
lican yawps vociferously that his acts were 
off-color becauge he was a minority presi- 
dent—a sort of parliamentary Huerta} 

Garfield in 1830 became president with 
a popular vote $311,300 less than the com- 
bined votes against him. 

Grover Cleveland in 1884 was 222,952 short 
of a majority in the popular vote. 

Ben Harrison, in 1888, had 304,394 votes 
less than all his opponents. 

Cleveland was again on the minority side 
of the popular vote In 1892 by a very big 
figure, and in that year the republicans had 
as savage a kick to make against Weaver. 
the populist, as they have now to make 
. against Roosevelt, the progressive. 

McKinley, Roosevelt and Taft in 1908, all 
had clear majorities of the popular votes tn 
1896, 1990, 1904 and 1908. 

In the election last year it is true that 
Woodrow Wilson received 2,446,761 fewer 
votes than his five competitors combined, 
but he received a plurality of 2.176.916 over 
his nearest opponent, who happened to be 
the most popular other man In the nation— 
Theodore Roosevelt. Only Roosevelt himself 
ever got a larger plurality—that over Alton 
B. Parker in 1904. 

So, considering the many great acts of 
legislation respecting tariffs, currency, ter- 
ritorlal expansion and delicate questions of 
foreign policy that were pulled off in the 
administrations of “minority presidents,” tt 
scarcely comes with good grace or accepta- 
ble consistency from republicans to jeer at 
Wilson because he did not get a clear ma- 
jority of the popular vote In a contest as 
peculiar and surprisingly divisive of public 
opinion as that of the last year.

The World's Myster 


DID CAESAR CROSS THE RUBICON? 


Did Caesar cross the Rubicon? Where is 


the Rubicon? Have you ever tried to locate 
it on @ modern geography? Authorities dif- 
fer considerably as to what present river 
represents the Rubicon. Caesar did not say 
anything about having crossed the Rubicon 
in his “Commentaries,” and they seem to con- 
tain in detail everything else regarding his 
movements. No one seems to know the ori- 
gin of the crossing, for the river that is now 
generally supposed to be the Rubicon lies in 
an opposite direction in the Italian peninsula 
from the point where Caesar left his own 
possessions and entered Italy. . 

Caesar's passage of the Rubicon is appar- 
ently one of the many pecullar myths of 
history that are attributed to the absence of 
authorities to chronicle the events of the 
times and the work of a host of story-tellers 
who simply related imaginary things. And 
even if he did cross this stream with his 
army, it required no special display of skill, 
for the present Rubicon, so-called, is one of 
the most harmless little streams in all Italy. 

About ten miles from Arinum, and twice 
that distance from Ravenna, the frontier of 
Italy is traced by the supposed Rubicon. 
This little red river, with the drainage of 
the peat mosses from which it descends, de- 
rived its name from its color. It is formed 
by the union of three mountain torrents and 
is nearly dry in the summer, like most of the 
water courses on the east side of the Ap- 
penines. In the month of November the win- 
ter floods might present a barrier more 
worthy of the important position which it 
once occupted, but the northern frontier of 
ltaly had been long secure from invasion. 
and, besides, the channel was spanned by @ 
bridge of considerable dimensions. 

The ancients amused themselves with 
picturing the great warrlor, who founded a 
Jong line of despots, hesitating on the brink 
of the river wondering whether he would 
dare to chance so desperate a plunge. This 
was on the night of November 27, B. C. 49. 
They magnified the whole exploit as might 
an observer who stood on the bank of the 
Red Sea. while Pharaoh and his host were 
preparing to cross. 


Is the Rubicon used as a symbol? The 
river runs westward from the Adriatic well 
into the interior of Italy, and the story goes 
that the Romans considered It their bounda- 
ry line between the Gauls. The generals 
commanding in Gaul had been ordered never 
to cross {t. To cross the Rubicon with an

Caesars one great object was the con- 
quest of Rome. He tried in every way to 
circumvent the rivalry of Pompey. He had 
agents and partisans in Rome who acted- 
for him and in his name. He sent -immensé 
sums of money to these men to be employed 


in such ways as would mos: tend to obtain 
the favor of the people. 


Pompey had been the idol of the people. 
But there was coming a turn in the affairs. 
The struggle at Rome between the partisans 
of Caesar and Pompey grew more and more 
violent and alarming. When the former deé- 
sired to be elected Consul, he was told that 
he must first resign the command of his 
army, come to Rome, and present himself as 


would do the same. This he refused to do, 
and he directed that Caesar's advance should 
be protested. 

Then comes the romantic story of the 
passage of the stream. What stream? It is 
related in histoty that while Caesar was 
standing at the little bridge surveying it a 
shepherd came from the neighboring fields 
with a shepherd's pipe—a simple musical in- 
strument made of reeds. The soldiers and 
some of the officers gathered around him to 
hear him play. Among the rest came some 
of Caesar's trumpeters, with their trumpets 
in their hands. The shepherd took one of 
these martial instruments, laying aside his 
own, and began to sound a charge—which is 
the signal for a rapid advance. “An omen! 
A prodigy!” said Caesar. “Let us march 
where we are called by such a divine Iinti- 
mation. The dle is cast.” 

So saying, he pressed forward over the 
bridge, while the officers, breaxing up the 
encampment, put the columns in motion to 
follow him. It is a pretty story, but of 
whose invention? Caesar says nothing of 
this in his own history, and some of the 
most learned writers af antiquity make no 
mention of the Rubicon having figured in the 
great march of the Caesarian army from 
Gaul to Rome and then to Brundusium, from 
which point Pompey escaped, finally taking 
refuge in Egypt, where he was treacherous- 
ly assassinated as he was about to step 
ashore,

To the traveler as he inchworms slowly 
over the map of Europe learning the smells 
of Italy by heart and forgetting who the 
last president of the United States was, the 
tourist is nothing but a nuisance Strange 
to say, the tourist regards the traveler with 
the same affection. 

America is full of brave and noble tour- 
ists who have refrained heroically from scat- 
tering the skull stuffing of the traveler who 
has met them on ship board and has said 
kindly, “On my first nineteen trips to Eu- 
rope, 1 too was enthusiastic.” 

The tourist is usually a tourist because 
he has too much to do in America to waste 
all his time in Europe. Many a tired school 
teacher who has spent six weeks in Europe 
and ten years preparing for the trip could 
take a chronic traveler aside and tell him 


more of the more aged hemisphere than he 
had ever suspected. 

Always excepting the wines and hotels, 
nobody knows as much about these subjects 
as the traveler—not even the hotelkeepers 
and the wine makers. 

The tourist sees Europe on the run be- 
cause that !s all the time or money he has.

| Army Officer Is Killed When 
His Aeroplane Dashes 
to Earth. 


San Diego, September 4.—First Lieu- 
tenant Moss L. Love, a native of Vir- 
ginia, signal corps, United States army, 
was killed today when his aeroplane 
Plunged 300 feet to the ground at the 
\army aviation school near here. Short- 
ly before ‘the accident he began to 
descend from an altitude of approxi- 
mately 2,000 feet. When 300 feet from 
the ground watchers say they saw a 
puff on the machine and it dropped like 
a shot. 

Nearly every bone in the young offi- 
cer’s body was broken. 

Lieutenant Love rose for a flight at 
7:35 o'clock. The day was ideal, there 
being scarcely a breeze. After flying 
around North Island for twenty min- 
utes, the aviator circled for altitude 
until he reached a height of 2,0'0 feet. 
There he shut off t.e motor and vol- 
planed until his machine was abvut 250 
feet from the earth. In some manner 
tne motor was started while the planes 
were pointed down and the machine 
was driven like a shot to the earth, 
Lieutenant Love meeting death at the 
camp from which he had ascended. 

The body of the dead officer will be 
taken to Fairfax, Va. leaving here to- 
morrow. 

According to the army roster, the 
aviators nearest relative is Judge 
James M. Love, of Fairfax, Va. 

Lieutenant Love was about 33 years 
old, and unmarried. 

Lieutenant Moss u. Love was a native 
of Virginia, was born in 1879, and 
appointed to the United States mill- 
tary academy at large from Virginia. 
After graduation from West Point he 
was assigned to the cavalry, serving 
in 1911, after a course In the graduate 
army signal school.
